COMPUTING  CONDUCT  AND  ETHICAL  PRACTICES  STATEMENT 

Computer  users  should  understand  and  respect  the  ethical  practices  and  requisite 
guidelines  involving  use  of  computing  facilities  at  IPFW.  Ethical  practice  suggests  a  user 
not  only  expects  to  have  certain  rights,  but  also  is  willing  to  take  responsibility  to  ascertain 
that  those  rights  are  safeguarded  by  all.  User  rights  include  the  right  of  privacy  of  data  files 
and  software  applications  and  the  right  to  an  equitable  share  of  computing  resources. 
Along  with  user  rights  is  the  concomitant  responsibility  to  respect  the  rights  of  others  who 
are  using  the  same  resources.  The  ethical  expectations  accorded  to  the  rights  of  authors 
and  publishers  extend  to  those  utilizing  computing  and  information  resources. 

GUIDELINES 

Faculty  and  staff  will  be  provided  computing  accounts  to  meet  their  employment  needs. 
Student  users  will  be  assigned  a  specific  account  for  class  assignments.  A  corresponding 
user  identification  code  will  be  assigned  each  user  account.  This  code,  including  a 
password,  is  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  owner. 

Legitimate  use  of  IPFW  computing  systems  include  class  assignments,  instruction, 
research  projects,  and  other  related  university  work.  The  corresponding  data  should  be 
used  and  revealed  only  within  the  bounds  of  access  authorization.  Accounts  are  not  to  be 
used  for  personal  or  unauthorized  commercial  or  external  purposes.  Passwords  are 
considered  confidential  and,  as  such,  should  not  be  used  by  others.  It  is  expected  that 
each  user  will  employ  appropriate  system  protection  features  and  take  precautions  to 
ascertain  that  others  do  not  obtain  access  to  their  computer  resources,  except  in  those 
e  prior  coordination  and  authorization  has  been  initiated.
